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BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE , 
INDIANA : 


SECTION 1. Petition for the vacation of a public 
street and alley by DELAGRANGE HOMES, INC. and JOHN F . HEINKELL 
and DIANE HEINKELL, husband and wife, having been filed with 
the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission, and resolution having been 
duly adopted by the Fort Wayne City Plan Commission on December 
20, 1971 following a public hearing thereon, all in accordance 
with Section 44, Chapter 174, of the Acts of the General 
Assembly of the State of Indiana, as amended by Section 3, 
Chapter 385, of the Acts of 1963 of the General Assembly of 
the State of Indiana (Burns' Ind. Stat. , 1964 Replacement, Sec. 
53-744) , the Thoroughfare Plan as set forth in General Ordinance 
No. G-97 adopted by the Common Council of the City of Fort 
Wayne on November 26, 1963, is amended by deleting the follow- 
ing public alley in Fort Wayne, Allen County, Indiana, to-wit ; 

The alley running in a northerly direction from 
the North edge of Third Street to the South edge 
of the alley running East and West between Third 
and Fourth Streets, said alley being bounded on 
the West by Lot No. 22 in K.J. Bauer s Subdivision 
of Rockhill Heirs Outlet No. 8, an addition to the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, and bounded on the 
East by Lot No. 25 of Schilling Heirs Addition to 
the City of Fort Wayne

WHEREAS, Boseker Machine Works, he., 606 West Superior Street (owner) by 
P.; F. Jacobs, President and P. F. Jacobs, 3540 Saginaw Drive, owner of parking lot at 
6 TO West Superior Street, have petitioned and requested the Fort Wayne City Plan Com- 
mission to hold a public hearing upon the vacation of the following public street and alley 
in:Allen County, Indiana, to-wit:
